dispassionate survey of the field 
seems to show that “peace without 
victory’ is the only likely peace. 

The President squarely faces the 
difficult question, the almost insolu- 
ble question, of the conditions upon 
which a permanent peace may be ob- 
tained, and first of all he places a 
peace which is not “a victor’s terms 
imposed upon the vanquished.” 

The history of Poland and of Al- 
sace-Lorraine are a sufficient proof 
that a nation may lose territory, or 
even national existence, while - the 
people remain what they are. Con- 
quest of territory, Governments, gar- 
risons and military law for civilians 
do not conquer men’s souls or their 
national spirit. 


“Equality of Right.’’ 

President Wilson's insistence on 
the protection of small Powers also 
falls in with the experience of man- 
kind and the sympathies of great 
numbers of people in neutral coun- 
tries. The President does not men- 
tion Belgium, Servia or Montenegro 
or Rumania, evidently because he 
considers it a foregone conclusion 
that they must be reinstated. His 
ideal of “equality of rights” corre- 
sponds with the fundamental prin- 
ciple of sovereignty and of the state. 
Nevertheless, the United States of 
America does not recognize the 
“equality of rights” of the small 
Powers that are nearest to us. What 
rights have Cuba, Panama, Santo Do- 
mingo, Nicaragua‘and Haiti which 
the United States is bound to respect? 
In what way is our policy of prac- 


tical annexation of these neighbor-.

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| Cannot Break Through. 


“IT opened the battle of the Somme. For my 
corps was attacked by the whole English army 
after continuous drumfire and gas attacks last- 
ing from June 24 to June 30, I had very scant 
forces against these attacks—only five divisions— 
and despite it they could not get through. From 
which fact I draw the conclusion that as they then 
failed, so also in the future the English will not 
break through our front. They thought our troops 
had been made groggy by their drumfire, but they 
found out that such was not the case.” 

I mentioned the remark of a high staff officer 
that at the retardando tempo of the Somme of- 


fensive, it would take the English at least 10' 


years to reach the Rhine. 

“There is no chance even of that,” he smiled.

While not speaking disparagingly of his English 
foes, Von Stein remarked significantly: “I con- 
sider the French better soldiers than the En- 
glish.’”’

He thought it extremely probable that. the an-

would prove another Somme battle. “I cannot say 
whether it will be still greater—whether it will 
be physically possible to surpass that gigantic 
struggle. I cannot say. whether it is possible still 
If it is pos- 
sible, both Sides will-do it. In any event the 
spring offensive will find the German front ready. 
| Greater Fire Still.

“A curious phenomenon of the Somme battle 
was that cannon could hold out under the ter- 
rible strain of the fire of larger quantities of am- 
munition than anyone had ever dreamed of, and 
still live: No man would have belieyed it for- 
merly.” | 

He intimated that the possible longevity of 
heavy guns was still underrated, and that it might 
still be physically possible to increase the mass 
of metal hurled at the enemy by extending the 
guns to their limit. 

Of the German counter preparations for the 
spring offensive he remarks cautiously: ‘Our care 
is to see that there is enough reserve war mate- 
rial on hand.” 

Commenting on the frank statements made to 
me by several Generals and staff officers on the 
Somme that the surprising magnitude of the 
French and English preparations for that of- 
fensive had unfortunately been underestimated, 
but that the German army would not let itself 
be taken by surprise again, and that never again 
would such a favorable opportunity for breaking 
through the front recur as at the beginning of 
July, Gen. von Stein remarked significantly: “Ja 
—as far as men and war material come in ques- 
tion, we shall see to that. The enemy’s prospects 
of breaking through in the west are hopeless.” 

To the German military mind the long deadlock 
in the west is thoroughly distasteful and ob- 
noxious. 

“Mobile warfare,’ said von Stein, ‘is the form 
which one must ever seek to reach. The losses 
are less because you cannot bring up such a mass 
of heavy artillery and the heaviest caliber guns 
in mobile as in trench warfare, and the strategic 
results are more satisfactory. 


Prefers Opens Warfare. 


“Mobile warfare in the west wouid be very dear 
to me, but’’-—he smiled easily—‘‘there is no use 
of our retiring in the hope of coaxing the English 
into such warfare, because the English, and the 
French as well, go slowly and methodically for- 
ward, and would be chary of engaging in anything 
that looked like mobile warfare.” 

The canny veteran Somme fighter as a War 
Minister takes no more stock in/an excessively 
Jong war than in premature peace talk and scouts 
as absurd the current discussion about preparing 
for a war of indeterminate length, or of carrying 
it on, if necessary, to all eternity. 

“No state can wage war to all eternity except 
in theory. You have a new crop of men, a certain 
quantity of useful human material each year. 
Theoretically, this war could never cease, because 
the Nachwucbs—the young growth—fully covers 
the losses.” 

He added the statement that now the German 
losses were much more than counterbalanced by 
the new crop of German recruits. 

“If our enemies believe that Germany is at the 
end of her reserves or near the end, and are bank- 
ing on it, they will be disillusioned. It has not 
been and will not be necessary for us to extend 
the age limit. We have got along very well with 
the age limit of 45, and have always followed the 
principle of gradually withdrawing the oldest 
men. 

“We also lack no necessary raw materials. We 
shall pull through with what we have. German 
science has worked with us and created substi- 
tutes for all sorts of things. So far we bave not 
been in embarrassment on the score of raw mate- 
rials.

Perhaps a few reflec- 
tions regarding ‘“defense,”’ especially 
naval defense, may be interesting. 


What Defense Means. 


In the minds of some of the people 
the idea of what constitutes ‘‘defense 
is deemed almost synonymous with 
“resistance.” Naval defense, like 
military defense, 
fense only, but contains an element 
of “offense” as well. For these rea- 
sons the dividing line between offense 
and defense is very vague; and it is 
made more vague through a realiza- 
tion by all military people that the 
offense has certain decided advan- 
tages over the defense: so that when 
strained relations between two nNna- 
tions come, each is so fearful that 
the other will take the offensive first, 
when the two nations are near each } 
other, that it is apt to take the of- 
fensive first—in real self-defense. A 
striking illustration of this is the 
action of certain European Powers in 
the latter part of July, 1914. 

In addition to the sincere convic- 
tions of both parties, there is also) 
apt to be considerable yielding to( 
the temptation to persuade tlie world | 
that the other party is the aggressor, 
merely to get the sympathy that usu- 
ally goes o the innocent victim—the 
support of what Bismarck called “The 
fmponderables.” 

The impending battle, which may 
be the most terrific battle in the 
history of the world, is the logical 
result of the study of war. This 
study has taught its students for 
many centuries that a merely passive 
defense wil] finally be broken down 
and that the most effective defense is 
the “offensive-defensive.” 

The clearest case of a correct of- 
fensive-defensive is Nelson's defense 
of England, which he carried out in 
the Mediterranean, in the West In- 
dies and wherever the enemy's fleet 
might be, finally defeating Napo- 
leon’s plan for invading England— 
not by waiting off the coast of En- 
gland, but by attacking and crippling 
Napoleon's fleet off the Spanish 
coast, near Trafaiger. 

Principals of Naval Defense. 
These facts bring us to see that 
naval defense consists of three 
parts: 
1. Defense of the coast against 
bombardment and invasion.

our people which I have sought to express in 
my address to the Senate only twe weeks age 

—seek merely to vindicate our right to liberty 

and justice and an unmolested life. 

The execution of Germany's announced inten- 


tion to sink all ships within the barred zone will 
supply the only ground the President has said 
the United States can accept as a cause of war; 
that is, the defense of the principles of justice, 
liberty and humanity, upon which the welfare of 
mankind rests. In the violation of American 
rights which the German Government threatens 
is the violation of the rights of all nations.. In 
the menace to the safety of Americans sailing 
the seas in pursuance of legitimate objects is a 
menace to the safety and natural rights of all 
men. In the barbarism of the threat to destroy 
all life and property that lies in the way of the

German will to conquer is a blow at the founda- 
tion of civilization and human progress. 

War has not yet come. The President did not 
ask Congress to declare war. He expressed the 
hope and belief that Germany would not carry 
out her declared intention of warfare against the 
United States. The breaking of diplomatic re- 
lations was the inevitable result of the smashing 
of the terms of the Sussex note and Germany’s 
pledges following it. 

Coupled with the warning against the execu- 
President calls its “ruthless 
naval program” and its “deplorable renunciation 
of its assurances,” there is a definite ultimatum 
to the German Government. 

“In the event that American ships and Amer- 
ican Iixes are sacrificed,” said Mr. Wilson, ‘in 
heédless contravention of the just and reasonable 
understandings of international law and the ob- 
vious dictates. of humanity, I shall take the lib- 
erty of coming again before the Congress, to ask 
that authority be given me to use any means 
that may be necessary for the protection of our 
seamen and our people in the prosecution of their 
peaceful and legitimate errands on the —_ seas. 
I can do nothing less.” 

Germany expected the sevéring of relations. 
The Kaiser and his advisers fully realized the 
logic of the situation. They now know what to 
expect if their intention is followed by the overt 
act. The decision for war or peace is in their 
hands. 

It is possible, however, that the German Gov- 
ernment expects the terror of their submarines to 
deter Americans and American ships from enter- 
ing the dead line. Perhaps they hope to avoid 
the overt act by the frightfulness of their threat. 
Their hope is probably .as vain as the President's 
hope that Germany will refrain from attack on 
Americans. In any évent the continuation of the 
conditions imposed by Germany will be intol- 
erable. Nothing but her abandonment of the 
policy will avoid war in the end. — 

At this writing news of the sinking of an Amer- 
ican ship is flashed. Germany may have given 
the fatal stroke. It may come at any moment. 
Sharing in the hope, if not the belief, of the 
President that actual war will be averted, the 
masses of the American people, we believe, are 
united in approval of his first act and will un- 
flinchingly support his determination to use all of 
our means in defense of right. 

Germany challenges the civilized world by her 
inhuman course. She intensifies the savagery 
and horror of war. If we are forced to enter the 
struggle, wé will go in with a fixed determina- 
tion to hasten ite end with the triumph of justice 
and humanity. Our duty now is to prepare all 
of our resources of men and materials for the im- 
pending conflict.

FOR BETTER MARKETING. 

One result of the cost-of-living agitation 
has been a series of excellent economic ar- 
ticles pointing out to residents of Southern states 
how they have wasted large amounts of money by 
buying vegetables and fruit from Northern and 
Western communities, while similar products of 
their own states were permitted to decay. Tho 
facts were cited and the indictment seemed strong 
This campaign continued about as long ae the 
demand to put the food speculators in jail. 
Now C. W. Kempton, president of the Farmers’ 
Association of Bogalusa, La., himself an exten- 
sive planter, enters appearance for the defendant. 
He says: “It is a fact that the commercial man 
has been robbing the farniers im the past, but 
they have not gathered their crops as they 
should. In this section, the past season, very 
few of the sweet potatoes were harvested, as we 
have been unable in past years to place them 
on the market at a profit. We can produce here 
250 bushels of sweet potatoes per acre, crown 
ota for hog feed. We grow with this 

some peanuts and chewfas and turn the 
in the lot to feed themselves. We would 
to sell the potatoes if we could be assured 
of 50 or 60 cents a bushel.” 
Also comes David Lubin, American delegate to 
the Internal Institute of Agriculture in Rome and

| marketing system.” He, at some length, recom-

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A DOUBLE REPROACH TO MISSOURI. 
The statement that 313 of the convicts at the 
Missouri Penitentiary are unable to read or wrii3 
is not a full expression of the illiteracy at the in- 


and write with difficulty. Nearly 500 convicts 
have never attended a school of any sort. 

Accordingly, the Forty-ninth Legislature will 
have a distinction and privilege never accorded 
any prior Legislature. For the first time an op- 
portunity will be presented to pass an appropria- 
tion to buy textbooks for prison inmates. It 
should appreciate the opportunity and approve 
unhegitatingly the $3000 appropriation. 

For the figures showing this almost unbeliev- 
able percentage of illiteracy is a disgrace to Mis- 
souri in two senses. 

First, because a lamentable educational insuffi- 
ficiency in some parts of the State must exist or so 
many persons would not have reached maturity 
in ignorance. 

Second, because, at the prison at least, illiteracy 


would have been practically wiped out if proper | 


educational facilities had been provided during 
the period the State has had these convicts in its 
control.

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A BIRTH-CONTROL COMMISSION. 
Now that Gov. Whitman of New York has prom- 
ised the birth-control advocates to appoint a com- 
mission to investigate the subject, will they on 


have served only to prejudice their case? Since 
birth. control emerged from the soap-box and 
open-air stage of agitation it has made remark- 
able progress as a propoganda. It has suddenly 
become a social issue; but, after the manner of 
new issues, it has attracted to it the extremists 
and the intemperate, and has suffered accordingly. 

Yet there is no doubt that the movement to re- 
strict offspring in the interest of public health 
and public welfare is bearing directly on the ques- 
tion of eugenics and has the support of many 
thinking people. An opportunity will be afforded 
by the appointment of a commission to have the 
question debated in a dignified manner, and cer- 
tainly all judicious friends of the movement 
should welcome it as elevating the propaganda 
to a higher plane of discussion. 

If they cannot suppress the militants who want 
to associate birth control with violatfon of the 
law and indecent publicity, at least they should 
secure pledges of a truce tintil the commission re- 
ports. 

ALL POSTMASTERS UNDER CIVIL SERVICE. 

If more efficiency in the postal service had been 
the earnest desire of Congress, it would long ago 
have placed al) Postmasters under civil-service 
regulations, as the Poindexter amendment to the 
legislative, executive and judicial appropriation 
bill provides. Its acceptance by the Senate and 
its indorsements by President Wilson should in- 
suré its adoption unless on the part of both par- 
ties reluctance to abandon any of the supposed 
benefits of the spoils system proves too strong. 
At the close of the last fiscal year, June 30, 
1916, there were 9192 presidential postoffices and 
46,724 fourth-class offices. It is to the higher 
classes of offices that the Poindexter amendment 
really applies, the civil service having already 
been extended to the class of offices relatively of 
less importance but far the greatest in number. 


) The cities, where the Government handles the 


largest business and the problems of administra- 
tion are most difficult, still await the introduction 
of the merit system. It is there that the change 
should have been first made, but only now after 
much patience on the part of the public {s it in 
sight. 

Cities like St. Louis, New York, Chicago, Phil- 
adelphia and all others where the competent man- 
agement of the postoffice is essential to the dis- 
patch of business should not lose the opportunity 
to make themselves heard in favor of divorcing 
the postal service from politics. Congress appar- 
ently needs little persuasion. 
BEWARE DOCTOR! 
Let every owner of a vermiform appendix re- 
joice. Here's good news from South Dakota. It 
looks like the Legislature out there is going to 
pass a law for the protection of the appendix. 
South Dakota surgéons have been whittling 
away some of the best appendices in the State 
and getting paid for it and getting by with it. 
Extraction of perfectly good appendices has be- 
come one of the most flourishing industries of 
the State. Many persons who have been need- 
lessly deprived of appendices it had taken them 
a lifetime to grow are complaining and the law- 
makers are going to do something about it. 

A bill has been introduced in the Legislature. 
It provides that a surgeon who separates an ap- 
pendix from a South Dakota citizen must justify 
the extirpation before he is allowed to perform 
the usual secondary operation on the patient's 
purse for the removal of most of his money. He 
must send the appendix to the State Labora- 
tory. If the laboratory people find that it is a 
bad appendix and its removal was for the best 
Interest of the citizen, the sirgeon may pro- 
ceed to take away the patient’s assets. If it is an 
appendix in good working order, which should 
have been left in the citizen's interior, there’s 
nothing to pay to the village cut-up. He should 
be made to put it back. 

With thet kind of a law, appendicitis will soon 
be obsolete In South Dakota and there will be a 
rénaissancé of good old stomach ache. South Da- 
kote gives us hope. We may yet Uive to see the 
day around here when a vermiform appendix wil! 
be not only lawful but even commendable.

For a long while she v-andered 
southwards, living on roots and berries, till she 
came to desert land and at last, worn out, lay 
down to die. hen she was found by some of 
the Mazitu who “vere on an expedition seeking 
ostrich feathers for war plumes. They gave her 
food and seeing that she was fair, brought her 
back to their country, where one of them mar- 
ried her. 

“But of her own land she uttered only lying 
words to them, because she feared that if she 
told the truth the gods who guard its secrets 
would be avenged on her, though now when’ she 
was near to death she dreaded them no more, 
since even the Kendah gods cannot swim through 
the waters of death.

sovereignty to sovereignty, as if they 
were property.” This ought to put a 
quietus on a proposal that has wide 
currency in the United States, namely, 
that the Philippine Islands ought to 
be turned over to Japan or some Eu- 
ropean Power as 4 makeweight in a 
treaty from which the United States 
should draw some corresponding ad- 
vantage. To break up the previous 
Government of the Philippine Islands, 
to crush the attempt of the Filipinos 
to become independent, to spend 20 
years in trying to teach them how to 
govern themselves, and then to sell 
them to masters whom they like 
much less than the Americans, that 
would be as base as to round up the 
able-bodied men in Belgium and send 
them away to forced labor.

committed himself to the tremendous 
principle that “henceforth inviolable 6e- 
curity of life, of worship and social 
development should be guaranteed to all 
peoples who have heretofore been under 


faith hostile to their own.” 
World Peace Conditions. 

This is a tremendous utterance be- 
cause it reveals difficulties which are tie 
original cause of the present war—the 
inclusion of race and religious groups 
within countries which, treat them as 
inferior and dependent. The President 
mentions Poland because the Polish peo- 
ple are not at the moment under the 
Russian power. He says nothing of Fin- 
land, nor of Bohemia, nor of Prussian 
Posen, nor of Galicia, nor of Croatia, 
nor of Macedonia, ner of the Greeks in 
Asia Minor or Constantinople, nor of the 
Armenians, the Druses, the Arabs, the 
Egyptians. The principles that he 
lays down, if strictly applied, would de- 
vitalize Turkey and Austria-Hungary. 
It would also unbind the political tiles 
of the United States to the Philippine 
Islands and the five Latin-American de- 
pendencies. No peace confined simply 
to the termination of the present war 
can possibly carry out such a program. 

The address, however, goes into this 
question from a broader point of view 
It is intended to arouse the world to the 
necessity of a peace which will affect 
all mankind, provide means for settling 
all international difficulties, and secure 
an indefinite peace. The President lays 
down six specifications upon which he 
thinks a world peace may be based: 

1. The settlement of the present war 
on terms which will not leave any na- 
tion to seek another war of revenge, 
that is, ‘peace without victory.” 

2. ‘The recognition of equal rights 
among nations. The world must realize 
that there can be no such equality with- 
out a world peace, because the present 
war has placed warfare on such a 
footing that no small Power could ven- 
ture to fight with a big neighbor. The 
£00 Greeks at Thermopylae were fight- 
ing against Persians armed and 
equipped iike themselves, only more nu- 
merous, Modern great Powers fight 
with men, big guns, explosives, trans- 
port material, adjuncts of submarines 
and airships, in such profusion that no 
small Power could hold out a week 
against them. 

Right of Self-Government. 

3. The right of self-government of 
small countries and of groups goes deep- 
er than appears upon the surface. What 
about the American. Indians in the West 
and Alaska? What about the people of 
‘India and Burmah, and Cochin China 
and the Dutch islands? What of the 
people in Morocco, Algiers, Tunis, Trip- 
oli, Egypt, and in French, Belgian, Por- 
tuguese, German, and English Africa? 
For three centuries Europe has taken a 
position that it had a right to conquer, 
occupy and develop those parts of the 
earth, in which the people were unable 
to raise themselves or to make use of 
the bounties of nature. Beyond that, 
they have assumed that highly civilized 
people like the Persians, the East ‘In- 
dians, and the Chinese must accept a 
benevolent despotism of European Pow- 
ers. What becomes of the whole doc- 
trine of “backward nations.” in the light 


of the | principle? Here, 


the power of Governments devoted to a’ 


again, what becomes of our civilizing in- 
fluence on the five Caribbean States, as 
against their‘own will? The world con- 
gress which would apply this new gos- 
pel of peace will find its most difficult 
problem. 

4. The President's championship of the 
independence of Poland offends Russia 
and disappoints Germany. His state- 
ment that every great people “‘should be 
assured an outlet into the great high- 
ways of the sea” encourages Ruasia to 
hope for the Bosporus. Here again Pres- 
ident Wilson puts his finger on & nerve. 
A giance at the map will show that so 
long as the Russians are a nation they 
will never enter into any agreement 
which recognizes as an accomplished 
and permanent fact the holding of Con- 
stantinople by another Power. On the 
other hand, the Germans are in Constan- 


tinople, and are pledged to Turkey to. 
“protect the independence” of that em- 
pire. Even to accept “neutralization” 
of the strait woulé mean to cut clean 
across the German spinal cord of rail 
communication between the North Sea 
and the Persian Gulf. Of course, if 
world peace can be brought about, the: 
neutrality of the Bosporus and Darda-| 
| nelles Can be maintained; and the same 
principle would naturally extend to the 
Suez Cana] and the Panama Canal! 
Freedom of the Sea. 

& Upon the freedom of the sea, Presi- 
dent Wilson commits himself as far as 
possible to a doctrine which has re 
ceived far too little attention from the 
State Department during the war. There 
has been no vigorous detailed protest 
against the unwarrantable extension of

She 
finally stopped as the German subma- 
rine was firing after her, and then sent 
her papers over to the submersible by 
a small boat. The German commander, 
evidently proceeding on the theory that 
he. could not take the contraband cargo 
into port, decided to destroy it by sink- 
ing the ship. 

He not only gave the Leelanaw’s crew 
all the time they required to take to 
their boats, but after sinking their ship 
by shot and torpedo, took the crew on 
board the submarine and towed their 
boats toward the Orkney Islands. Eight 
miles from land a strange steamer ap- 
peared and he set the crew in the boats

measures for the noncombatants on a 
ship destroyed and it attracted wide at- 
tention as an illustration of the meas- 
ures for safety which submarines could 
take. 

The Case of the Nicosian. 

On Aug. 19, 1915, came the celebrated 
ease of the Leyland liner Nicosian and 
the British patrol boat Baralong. The 
Nicosian, with mules from New Orleans 
to Avonmouth, was stopped by a subma- 
rine off the coast of Ireland and her 
crew, including 36 Americans, took to the 
boats. While the submarine was making 
ready to destroy the Nicosian the Bara- 
long appeared and destroyedgthe subma- 
rine by gunfire, took on the Nicosian’s 
crew and towed the ship to safety. The 
German Government charged that the 
British commander ordered his men to 
take no prisoners among the Germans 
on the submarine and that many of 
them were deliberately murdered. No 
Americans were hurt. The next crisis 
came when thé White Star liner 
Arabic, from Liverpool to New 
York was torpedoed without warnirg 
near the Lusitania’s grave and sunk in 
a few minutes. Out of 375 passengers and 
crew, 48 were lost. Thirty Americans 
were on board and all but two were 
saved. The German Government con- 
tended the submarine commander 
thought the Arabic was about to ram 
him and fired in self-defense, but dis- 
avowed the act, expressed regret and 
gave additional assurances for the future 
safety of passenger ships, supplementing 
those previously given in the Lusitania 
case, 

American Lost on Hesperian. 

One American of the crew of the Allan 
liner Hesperian was lost on Sept. 4, 1915, 
when the ship returning from Liverpou! 
to Montreal was torpedoed and sunk 
without warning off the southern coast 
of Ireland. The German Admiralty con- 
tended no German submarine was in 
that vicinity, but a piece of a German 
torpedo was picked up on the Hesperi- 
an’s decks. 

Austria’s first submarine operations of 
consequence, and those which brought 
Germany’s closest ally into the situation. 
began with the destruction of the Ital- 
ian liner Ancona in the Mediterranean 
Nov. 7, 1915. With hundreds of passen- 
gers, many of them women and children, 
from Naples to New York, the Ancona 
was chased and stopped by an Austrian 
submarine. Twelve Americans were on 
board and nine were lost. Three hundred 
and eight persons were lost out of 607 
on board. It was one of the heaviest 
submarine disasters. Some of the’ Amer. 
ican survivors swore the Austrian sub- 
marine even shelled the lifeboats as the 
passengers were getting into them. 

The United States made representa- 
tions and the Austrian Government, aft- 
er some pariey, gave assurances which 
prevented a break. | 

On Dec. 3, 1915, a submarine, préstim- 
ably an Austrian, fired on the American 
oil steamer Communipaw, sailing from 
Portice, Italy, to Alexandria, Egypt. 
The Communipaw stopped and sent a 
small boat, for which the submarine 
signaled, but when the boat reached the 
spot the submarine had dived—evident- 
ly realizing her mistake—and was not 
seen again. No damage was done to 
the Communipaw and no one was hurt. 


The Attack on the Petrolite. 
The same submarine presumably at- 


tacked the American oil steamer Petro- 
lite two days later—Dec. 5—off the coast 
of Tripoli. A sailor was injured by a 
shot into the Petrolite’s engine room and 
the submarine continued firing after 
the Petrolite had swung broadside so 
the submarine commander could see her 
name painted on her side‘and the Amer- 
ican flag flying between her masts. 

The submarine commander finally 
permitted the Petrolite to proceed after 
he had taken some of her stores. The 
American Government made representa 
tions to Vienna, which replied with a 
dispute over the facts. Diplomatic ne- 
gotiations still are unfinished. 
The sinking of the Japanese liner Ya- 
saka Maru, without warning, in the 
Mediterranean, Dec. 21, 1915, threatened 
to involve the United States because 
Walter James Leigh, of ‘American Pa- 
rentage,’” was on board. His citizen- 
ship never has been established. No 
lives were lost, but the incident was 
notable as the first action of the war 
involving Japan outside of the Far 
Kast. 

The Destruction of Persia. 

A new crisis and the first suspicion 
that German submarines were operating 
in the Mediterranean, that Austrian 
submarines were being manned by. Ger- 
man officers and crews—was developed 
by the destruction of the British liner 
Persia, Dec. 30, 1915, southeast of Crete, 
while on her way to the Orient. Amer- 
ican Consul McNeely, on his way to his 
post at Aden, was among the 335 per- 
sons who lost their lives, of which two 
or more were Americans. The wake of 
a torpedo was seen, but no subma- 
rine was visible. Germany, Austria and 
Turkey denied responsibility. The Unit- 
ed States again made representations 
and assurances were given for what 
Germany termed “cruiser warfare,’’ 
which involved a promise not to sink 
any peaceful ships without Warning or 
providing for the safety of those aboard. 
It will be noted that with the coming 
of winter and the chilling storms which 
sweep the North Sea, submarine war- 
fare was transferred to the warmer wa- 
ters of the Mediterranean and then

sian. Germany disclaimed responsibil- 
ity for its submarines, torpedo boats 
or mines. The Dutch Government made 
an investigation which indicated a sun- 
marine attack and members of the Tu- 
bantia’s crew testified to seeing the 
wake of a torpedo, but did not see a 
submarine. Public opinion in Hollard 
was aroused and for a time there were 
fears that the Netherlands might be 
forced into the war. 

4 Americans on Torpedoed Ship. 

On March 16, 1916, the British steamer 
Berwindvale, with four Americans on 
board, was torpedoed without warning 
off Bantry, Ireland, but no lives were 
lost. On March 21, 1916, a German sub.-, 
marine chased the Dominion liner F1- 
glishman, bound from Avon Mouth for 
Portland, Me., and while the crew was 
attempting to abandon the ship shot 
away her starboard lifeboats. After 
more firing as the crew was leaving 
the ehip, the submarine torpedoed and 
sunk her. One American of the crew 
Was among the 10 men lost. Many other 


| Americans were on board, having signed 


as Canadians. One of the rescued Amer- 
icans testified that the submarine was 
the U-19. 

On the same day came the culmina- 
tion of the long list of submarine out- 
rages which caused President Wilson to 
lay the whole situation before Congress 
and to notify Germany that unless such 
methods of warfare positively were 
discontinued and declared at an end the 
United States would break off diplo> 
matic relations. 

It was the destruction of the French 
channel steamer Sussex between Folke- 
stone and Dieppe. Every bit of evi- 
dence went to prove that the ship was 
torpedoed without warning, and al- 
though Germany at first disclaimed re- 
sponsibility the very statements which 
the Berlin Foreign Office made its :dis- 
claimer went to prove that a subma- 
rine destroyed the ship. With bows 
shot away the Sussex, kept afloat by her 
water-tight bulkheads, was towed to 
Boulogne and among her wreckage were 
found parts of a torpedo which, when 
compared with captured German tor- 
pedoes at the French naval station at 
Toulon, were pronounced by British, 
French and American naval officers to 
brated German ‘“schwartzkopf” tor- 
pedo. 

The Case of the Manchester Engineer. 

On March 27, 1916 


Manchester Engineer, outbound from 
Philadelphia, was torpedoed and sunk 
without warning, 13 miles south of Wa- 
terford, and the crew saw the periscope 
of a submarine for 10 minutes. Two 
American negroes were in the crew of 
33. All on board were rescued. The 
next day, March 28, the British steamer 
Eagle Point was shelled by a German 
submarine 130 miles south of Queens- 
town. The Eagle Point gave up her at- 
tempt to escape and her crew of 42, 
which incivfded one American, took to 
the boats in a heavy swell and a stormy. 
wind and finally all were saved. 

The submarine came up and sank the 
ship with a torpedo. After Germany 
gave her promises as the result of the 
Sussex notes there was a temporary lull 
in submarine warfare, ut within a few 
weeks it began again. By October 1, 
1916, the British Government contended 
that no less than 262 vessels had been 
destroved by German submarines since 
the Sussex incident, and that least 15 
were sunk without warning. 

The American State Department 
compiled reports on all the cases 
through diplomatic and consular 
agencies, and about Oct. 1, 1916, it was 
stated officially that nothing had 
been found in any of them which 
could be construed as a violation of 
Germany's promises. 

Early in October ominous reports 
from Germany that the faction favor- 
ing a submarine campaign of “ruth- 
lessness’’ was threatening §° gain as- 
cendancy over Chancellor Hollweg, 
who was represented as being one of 
the pfincipal forces in Germany for 
maintaining friendly relations with 
the United States and for the fulfill- 
ment of her promises to conduct sub- 
marine warfare within the limits of 
international law. There was a great 
deal of apprehension in Washington 
because they were so persistent and 
circumstantial. Ambassador Gerard 
returned from Berlin for a short va- 
cation, just at that time, and it was 
persistently reported he came to 
warn President Wilson of the im- 
pending resumption of the campaign 
of “ruthlessness.” Subsequent events 
in Germany proved, much to the relief 
of American officials, that the reports 
apparently were untrue or at least 
premature. The next development 
came when Germany carried the sub- 
marine war to the American side of 
the Atlantic. 


The Visit of the U-53. 
On Saturday, Oct. 7, 1916, the Ger- 


man war submarine W-53 entered 
Newport harbor unannounced, deliv- 
ered a package of mail for the Ger- 
many Embassy and departed as 
swiftly and silently as she had come. 
Within the next 48 hours she sunk 
six ships within sight of the Ameri- 
can coast—four British, one Dutch 
and one Norwegian. With the assist- 
ance of the American destroyer flo- 
tilla, which witnessed the operations, 
all lives were saved. It appeared 
that in each, case the submarine com- 
mander had given legal warning and 
permitted the escape of passenger an4 
crews. Nothing was developed to 
show any breach of faith on Ger- 
many’s part, although there was some 
consideration of whether the opera- 
tion did not constitute an offense to 
the United States, and, in fact, a pa- 
cific blockade of the American coast. 
There was some discussion of asking 
Germany to keep her ships away from 
American ports, as had been done in 
the case of Great Britain's cruisers 
early in the war. 

Meantime the United States declined 
to accede to the view of the allies that 
neutrals should bar their ports to sub- 
marines of all kinds, whether war or 
merchant. On Oot. 2%, 1916, the British 
merchant ship Rowanmmore was at- 
tacked by a German submarine, fied, 
Was overhauled and destroyed by gun 
fire. There was no loss of life, although 
two Americans and five Filipinos (na- 
turalized Americans), the only Amer- 
icans aboard, declared the submarine 
shelied the lifeboats as they were teavy- 
ing ship.

BERLIN, Feb. 2 (via Amsterdam 
and London, Feb 3).—Both in high 
quarters and in wide circles of the 
public the. belief has been fostered 
and appears. to be honestly ente:. 
tained—in some cases amounting to 
conviction—that neither America no- 
any other neutrals wil: be drawn inio 
the war as a result of the unlimit- 
ed submarine war. 

Illustrative of the reasons for this 
feeling te the following utterance of 
the Lokal Anzeiger today, headlined, 
“Rumania’s warning example.” The 
Lokal Ansetger says: 

“From sources close to neutral dip- 
lomats here we are in a position to 
report the following regarding the 
attitude prevailing in neutral coun- 
tries: 


“The neutrals will not let them- 
selves be drawn into the donflict. 

“The fate of Rumania has been too 
instructive, particularly for the small. 
er countries. They, however, will not 
be compelled to enter the conflict, 
since, as has already been made 
known for Holland and America, con- 
cessions, even for intercourse with 
England, have been made for the 
neutrals, or else undoubtedly will be 
made, to the greatest possible extent. 


“Naturally, in diplomatic circles, 
too, all eyes are turned to the United 
States. One thing, however, fills dip- 
lomats with a. certain confidengpe; 
namely, that America cannot re- 
proach Germany with having broken 


| its word. . This fact is referred to by 


a sentence in Germany’s note of the 
thirty-first, reading: “The American 
nation knows the endeavors which 
have been made to move England 
and its allies to return to internation- 
al law and respect for the freedom of 
the seas.’”’ 


Precautions at Outset. 
Reports from all parts of Germany 
indicate an intense, earnest, quiet 
satisfaction that unlimited submarine 
war has been inaugurated, regardless 
of the consequences. Bavaria is so}l- 
idly. for it. 


In informed circles I gather the im- 
pression that while the unlimited 
submarine warfare, as outlined in 
the blockade declaration and the note 
‘te America embodies the limits of 
the concessions to which Germany 
will and can go, at the same time it 
is safe to assume that at the start, 
at least, the submarine war will be 
waged with some moderation, and 
every human precaution will be taken 
to avoid any concréte happening cal- 
culated to precipitate a break with 
any interested neutrals. 

Apparently there is some hope that 
the announcement of a submarine 
war will have not only a strong mor” 
al effect, but the very concrete re- 
sult of keeping bona fide neutrals 
and American travelers not only off 
armed merchant ships, but out of 
the blockade zone, except onthe per- 
mitted neutral ships. 


The feeling in official circles furth- 
er appears to be that everything pos- 
sible has been said and done on Ger- 
many’s part to enable America to 
continue to keep out of the conflict. 
In view of these facts the imperial 
statesmen apparently not only hope, 
but appear to believe that good rela- 
tions between Germany and America 
will not be broken off. 

While America’s action is upper: 
most In every man’s mind, there is re- 
markably little open comment or dis- 
cussion about America here. Every 
eventuality and possibility has been 
discounted, not only by Von Hinderc- 
burg and the Imperial Government, 
but by the general public. Almost

HOW PRESIDENT DECIDED 
WITH GERMANY] 


Gave seeiiala and Cabinet Time to Revise Hasty 
Judgménts and Sounded Opinion Before: 


Writing Address.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 3.—The story of 
how President Wilson decided to’ break 
diplomatic relations with Germany be- 
came known tonight. The first news of 


the German note giving notice of the 
abandonment of restrictions on subma- 
rines conveyed to the Presidént by Sec- 
retary Tumulty on the basis of press 
dispatches was received by Mr. Wilson 
with undisguised amazement. He 
thought Tumulty must be mistaken, but 
in a few minutes word came that the 
note actually had been delivered to the 
State Department. The President deter- 
mined that any decision made immedi- 
ately would be hasty and based more on 
emotion than on judgment. That night 
he conferred with no one except Secre- 
tary Lansing. 

Yesterday,. believing hasty judgments 
had sutfictently cooled to begin assess 
ing the true situation, he laid it before 
the Cabinet and asled fo- the opinion» 
of members. Aliready the opinion had 
been formed that the course of the 
United States was almost inevitable, and 
in this he was supported by the Cabinet 
officers. 

Stirring Speeches Made. 

Some speeches wee made at the meet- 
ing, it was learned today, which stirred 
all present. The view was general tha: 
a super-crisis had been reached, al- 
though there. were some preliminary 
differences on the exact course which 
should be followed. Then the President 
made his trip to the Capitol yesterday 
afternoon. He wanted members of the 
Senate to give him an idea of general

public sentiment. Again his view was; 
confirmed, for the gréat majority of the 
Senators favored an iftmediate break. 

The President saw no. callers last 
night. Late into the night he worked on 
his speech to Congress. This morning 
he read the document over again, anl 
finally decided to take it to Congress. 
Once the decision was male, he charac- 
teristically put the -matter from: his 
mind and went golfing, realizing that 
arduous work. vas ahead of him, and 
that his health must. be of the best. 

Address Given to Printer. 

Shortly before 10 o'clock Secretary Tu- 
multy was summoned and given the ad- 
dress to send to the public printer. The 
President also authorized the Secretary 
to make arrangements for the joint 
session of Congress. Secretary Lansing 
followed Tumulty to the White House 
and details of the situation ‘were gone 
over. About this time the announcement 
that the President -would address Con- 
gress at 2 o’clock was made by Tu- 
multy to newspaper men and'soon after- 
wards the President's decision became 
known. 

The President never appeared more 
cool than when he went to the Capitol. 
After his speech he received the con- 
gratulations of Senators and Represent- 
atives gravely.and then hurried back to 
the White House for conferences with 
SecPetaries Baker and Paniels or. details 
of precautionary measures to protect 
the interests of the United States. Lat: 
in the afterncon he .went-automobiling 
with Mrs. Wilson, and at 6 o'clock he 
talked vith Attorney General'Gregory. 


FIVE PLANS FOR AVOIDING 
WAR PROPOSED BY BRYAN 


In “Address” fe People He Asks

WASHINGTON, Feb. 3.—William Jen- 
nings Bryan issued an “address’’ to the 
American people tonight urging them to 
wire the President, their Senators. and 
Congressmen to keep the nation out of 
war and advocating a referendum on a 
declaration to a popular vote. 
Bryan proposes five plans for sveiging 
war. They are to postpore adjustment 
of disputes until after the European 
eorflict, keep Armméricun citizens off bel- 
ligerent ships, refuse clearance to ves- 
sels carrying contraband, withdraw pro- 
tection to American citizens traveling 
on such ships and keeping American 
craft out of the danger zone.

‘*1 have, therefore, directed the Secretary of State to announce to 
his excellency, the German Ambassador, that all diplomatic relations be- 
tween the United States and the German empire are severed and that 
the American Ambassador at Berlin will immediately be withdrawn; and, 
in accordance with this decision to hand to-his Excellency his passports. 
Notwithstanding this unexpected action of the German Government, this 
sudden and deeply deplorable renunciation of its assurances, given this 
Government at one of the most critical moments of tension in the rela- 
tions of the two Governments, I refuse to believe that it is the inten- 
tion of the German authorities to do in fact what they have warned they 
will feel at liberty todo. I cannot bring myself to believe that they will 
indeed pay no regard to the ancient friendship between their people 
and our own or to the solemn obligations which have been exchanged be- 
tween them and destroy American ships and take the lives of American 
citizens in the willful prosecution of the ruthless naval program they have 
announced their intention to adopt. Only actual overt acts on their part 
can make me-believe it even now. 


‘<If this inveterate confidence on my part in the sobriety and prudent 
foresight of their purpose should unhappily prove unfoundéd; if Amert- 
can ships and American lives should in fact be sacrificed by their naval 
commanders in heedless contravention of the just and reasonable under-

We shall not believe that they are hostile to us unless and 
until we are obliged to believe it; and we propose nothing more than the 
reasonable defense of the undoubted rights of our peoples. We wish to 
serve no selfish ends. We seek merely to stand true alike in thought and 
in action to the immemorial principles of our people which I have sought 
to express in my address to the Senate only two weeks ago—seek merely 
to vindicate our right to liberty and justice and an unmolested life 
These ar® the basés of peace, not war. God grant that we may not "te 
challenged to defend them by acts of willful injustieé on the part of the 
Government of Germany.’’

“I am So Sorry” He Says, but Declares Neither 
He Nor Berlin Was Surprised at 
‘President's Action. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 3.—Having re- 
cefved passports for himself, his 
family and his suite, together with 
a note explaining why President Wil- 
son has severed diplomatic relations 
between the United States and Ger- 
many, Count von Bernstorff is wait- 
ing for his departure to be arranged 
by the Swiss Minister. 

The Swiss Minister, Dr. Paul Ritter, 
has cabled Berne for formal author- 
ity to take over Germany’s affairs 
here, and when it is received he will 
call on Secretary Lansing and ar- 
range details. 


Count Tarnowski, the new Ambas- 
sador from Austria-Hungary, who 
has not yet presented his credentials 
to President Wilson, denied himself 
to callers today and tonight, and of- 
ficial confirmation of reports that 
his Government had taken action sim- 
flar to that of Germany. was not ob- 
tainable at the embassy. It is taken 
for granted that when such action is 
taken relations will be broken with 
the Vienna Government. 

It is still uncertain what action 
will be taken by Turkey. 

The German Ambassador's last of- 
ficial day in his embassy was an 
eventful one. His friends noticed 
that, while he retained all his cua- 
tomary courtesy and tried his best to 
appear pleasant, actually he was 
Geeply affected, and gravely appre- 
hensive at the prospeot of the future. 


Had Premonition of Action. 

The Ambassador arose this morn- 
with the feeling that before the day 
was over his diplomatic connection 
with the United States would end. 
Shortly after 10 o’clock he received 
a correspondent of the Associated 
Press in his study. jThe Ambassador 
was busy signing checks for personal 
bills. He swung around in the deep 
red leather chair at hie desk. 

“Well,” he said, smiling and offer- 
ing his hand, “what do you hear this 
morning? Am I going to be turned 
out? No tnformation? Well, I have 
none, either. I haven't heard a 
word,” 

As the talk drifted to prospects of 
peace and the Ambassador expressed 
the personal opinion that it was not 
improbable, even if relationg were 
broken off, that the United States 
might continue efforts in that direo- 
tion, a telephone bell tinkled. The 
Ambassador picked up tae receiver, 
smiling. He was quiet a moment, 
then the expression on his face 
changed. 

“You say relations have ‘been brok- 
en and that the President is going to 
Congress? Are you sure? Well, may- 
be that’s so. No, I have no comment 
to make and nothing to say. If that is 
true, I am.a private citizen again.” 

The Ambassador turned-to the corre- 
spondent and asked that verification of 
the report he had heard be obtained.

This step was 
taken as a measure of personal pro- 
tection. 

Soon after the Ambassador went 
for a drive through the parks. He 
returned to his embassy in an hour, 
saw a few visitors and later enter~- 
tained a few close personal friends 
at dinner. 

All business at the embassy, here- 
tofore one of the busiest tn Wash- 
ington, ceased abruptly when the 
word went around that relations had 
been broken off.

WORK IN Tht WAR 
ZONES 10 CLOSE 


Great Organizations in Ger- 
many, Egypt and Balkans 
Will Crumble. 

WILL STAY IN- BELGIUM 
Embassy to Remain There Until 


| Forced by Conquerors to 
Depart. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 8—An _ entire 
diplomatic structure to protect probably 
two million prisoners in the midst of 
their enemies, to care for a whole con- 
quered nation in Belgium, to represent 
the interests of four sovereign states in 
Germany and German interests in nine 
enemy countries, crumbled today before 
German necessity.

The 100 Americans who 
Lave from the wur’s beginning proved 
the directing genius for the greatest 
and the longest sustained relief -work 
in history will remain at their posts 
until the Germans force them across 
the frontier. Brand Whitlock, Amer- 
ican Minister to Belgivm, will remain 
in Brussels until forced to the pres- 
ent seat of Belgian Government in 
Havre, France. 


Belgian relief ships will continue to 
run for the present, it ts understood, 
and every attempt made to secure their 
immunity from German attack. If food 
from this country is cut off, Belgium 
will be reduced to an almost helpless 
state, as it will be impossible to spare 
either food or tonnage from the other 
belligerent or neutral nations. If the 
United States is hampered in this work, 
it will be regarded by entente sympa- 
thizers as the final act to make Ger- 
many an outlaw nation. 


Germany’s interests in seven countries 
and the large sections of Egypt and 
Morocco have been turned away: from 
American sympathy and aid to what- 
ever neutral Germany can find to accept 
the work. The State Department today 
instructed its officials representing Ger- 
man interests in England, France, Rus- 
sia and Japan, Rumania, Serbia, Greece, 
Egypt and Morocco, to suspend all ac- 
t§vities along that line and await infor- 
mation to be conveyed through some 
neutral government to whom Germany 
wishes those interests surrendered.

WASHINGTON, ‘Feb. 3.—Precautions 
to safeguard naval stations, army posts, 
arsenals and other service property, 
constituted the military measures taken 
by the Government tonight, following 
the severance of diplomatic relations 
with Germany. 

President Wilson conferred briefly, 
efter his address to Congress, with Sec- 
retary Baker and Secretary Daniels. The 
conference, it was stated, had to do en- 
tirely with precautionary steps, although 
the Secretaries probably gave some gen- 
eral information as to the nation’s <a 
paredness for war. 

It was made clear that the BRB 
tration had no desire to take warlike 
measures unless forced to do so by some 
act of: Germany. .No statement was 
forthcoming as to whether a military 
policy had been decided upon to be ap- 
plied in that event. 

The following specific steps were 
taken during the day: 

The White House and White House 
grounds were closed to visitors for 
the first time in many years. 

All navy yards and stations were 
closed to the public, only employes 
and officers and enlisted men of the 
navy to be admitted until further 
notice. 

Officers commanding army posts, 
arsenals, magazines.and coast bat- 
teries were directed to exercise every 
precaution. 

The State, War and Navy Building 
was closed to visitors and cards of 
identification were issued to em- 
Ployes and press representatives 
entitled to admission. 

Publication of the daily ship move- 
ment list, giving the departures and 
arrivals of navy vessels, was sus- 
pended. 


Fleet Maneuvers Gontinue. 
Secretary Daniels said there was no 


change in the orders of the Atlantic 
fleet. 

“The fleet will continue maneuvers in 
the Guantanamo region,’’ he said. 

Measures of national preparedness 
taken within the last two years make 
it unnecessary for the War and Navy 
departments to do much work that 
otherwise would have to be begun im- 
mediately. 

For the navy, a survey of all tmer- 
chant craft under the American flag 
and all small pleasure craft and power 
boats has beén virtually e:mpleted. 
Guns for the arming of merchant 
ships have been assembled at the va- 
rious navy yards, with plans for the 
structural work necessary for putting 
them aboard already worked out.

For the army and navy both, an in- 
ventory of the manufacturing re- 
sources and plants of the country has 
been carried well forward, each plant 
examined having been listed for its 
best use in producing war munitions. 
A textbook on munition manufacture 
has bsen completed and is about ready 
for issuance. From it private manu- 
facturers can learn quickly the steps 
necessary for the conversion of their 


plants to war uses. 

Defense Council Pians Advanced. 

The Council of National Defense, 
created last year, already has taken’ 
over the co-ordination of industries 
for war purposes and has worked out 
in part its general plans. 

Without additional authority from 
Congress, President Wilson can direct 
that the regular army be increased at 
once to its full war strength of 286,000 
men and the navy to 87,000. 

There is, in addition, the national 
guard, now about 150,000 strong, and 
the full strength of which, 440,000, 
cannot be required under existing law 
within four years. 

The regular army now numter 
about 120,000 and would not be re- 
cruited to full strength except on or- 
der of the President in an emergency 
of “threatened war.” 

The-War and. Navy. Departments 
were full of gossip today as to what 
steps lay beyond the severance of re- 
lations. The question of the use 
which might be made of the navy oc- 
cupied most attention, as one that 


would have immediate bearing. 
Navy officials would not say what 


plans were in contemplation, whether 
American merchant craft would be 
convoyed, patrols against subma- 
rines set up of American ports, or 
submarine chasing squadrons organ- 
ized. 

So far as the fleet is concerned, of- 
ficlals appeared to agree that - its 
present situation was most desirable, 
even if war were to come immedi- 
ately. It is highly improbable that 
any element of the great organized 
fighting unit of the navy would be 
employed in convoy or other duty 
that would scatter its elements. 

Presumably, navy practice would 
follow that of other countries in the 
event of war, and the fleet be kept at 
some secret mobilization point ready 
to strike in any direction in which its 
fighting strength might be needed. 


Army Poli With President.

army policy is to be followed if war 
comes. The unanimous opinion of 
the General Staff has been that, in 
prospect of war with a first-class 
pcwer, 3,000,000 or more men must be 
trained. 

The view has been expressed that 
if a great army is to be trained, the 
education of a force of 500,000 instruc.

Officers who have been urging un- 
iversal service legislation are hope- 
fu) that the bill prepared by the Gen- 
eral Staff for this purpose would 
be promptly enacted should war come, 
and the organization of the army pro- 
ceed along the lines it lays down. 
The bill has not been finally ap- 
proved by the individual members of 
the staff, who are now considering 
it. Its details will not be disclosed 
until it has been completed and sub- 
mitted to Secretary Baker and Con- 
gress.

STATUS OF COMMERCE 


U. S$. Cannot Confiscate Ger- 
man Ships, but May

WASHINGTON, Feb. 3.—Breaking 
eff diplomatic relations with Germany 
does not mean war, but easily may lead: 
to war. It is an act of protest charac- 
terized “in the usage of nations as & 
“measure short of war." 

The danger that may follow is accen- 
tuated by the diplomatic history of the 
world. Modern times show no instance 
of a diplomatic break between two first- 
class Powers that has not been fol- 
lowed by hostilities. 

The rights of Germans fm the United 
States and of Americans in Germany 
are practically unaf:cted by the .sev- 
erance of diplomatic relations, No trea- 
ties are terminated or suspended, but 
remain in full force and effect, unless 
either Government later decides to re- 
nounce them, which, under internation- 
al practice, generally calls for a notice 
of one. year. 

“Commercial. Relations. 

There is no change in commercial re- 
lations, already badly crippled by the 
war. Individuals and corporations may 
continue their usual affairs provided 
they do not deal in contraband and their 
obligations are as binding as ever. The 
courts sfill remain open to them for re- 
dress, but they have no facility for di- 
rect intervention of their diplomatio of- 
ficials: “They may, however, be repre- 
sented by the diplomats of the friendly 
Powers to care for the interests of the 
respective Governments.

All Units Except the Fourth In- 
fantry Ready for. Service, 
Gen. Clark Says. 


NEVADA, Mo., Feb. 3.—Replying to

T0 PUNISH FOREIGN 
AGENTS HASTENED 


After Break. With Germany 
Measures Are Approved by 
Senate Sub-Committee. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 3.—Steps to 
strengthen the Federal statutes under 
which prosecution may be~ brought 


against those committing offenses in 
the United States to further the inter- 
ests of foreign Governments were hast- 
ened in Congress today after the break 
with Germany was announced. Seven- 
teen bills submitted by the Justice De- 
partment several months ago to facili- 
tate prosecution of such offenders were 
approved by . Senate subcommittee 
when word came that President Wilson 
wanted action on them hastened, and 
they probably will get to the floor of 
the Senate early next week. 

The more important of the measures, 
whose passage is sought by the admin- 
istration because the Justice Depart- 
ment frequently has found itself handi- 
capped during the last few months by 
insufficient authority, would make the 
following provisions: 

Authorize collectors of customs, “at 
any time during war between foreign 
nations,”’ to inspect any private vessels 
within Americc:n jurisdiction for evi- 
dence of attempts to violate the statutes 
of the United States or the law of na- 
tions. 

Issue of Passports Safeguarded. 

Regulate the issue of passports and 
provide five years’ imprisonment for 
their forgery or falsely representing the 
facts to obtain one. 

Authorize the arrest and return ‘o 
the proper place of any officer or man 
belonging to the forces of a belligerent 
who has left his place of internment in 
this country, and make it a crime for 
anyone to aid or entice an interned per- 
son to leave. 

Make it a crime punishable with five 
years imprisonment for any person 
“wilfully and knowingly to make any 
untrue statement, either orally or in 
under oath before any person 


ernment in relation to any dispute or 
controversy. with the United States, or 
with a view or intent to defeat any 
measure of, or action by the Govern- 
ment of the United States, in relation to 
suca dispute or controversy.” 

New Warrant Regulations. 

Proscribe new regulations for the issut 
and service of search warrants and war- 
rants fcr seizure and detentican of pror- 
erty so as to permit issue of such war- 
rants to any authorized civil, naval or 
Military officer of the United States 
upon proper application to a court or 
the United States Commissioner where 
the facts show ground for belief that 
the law of nationg or treaty obligations 
cor United States statutes are violated. 

Authorize use by the President of the 
land and naval forces to enforce “The 
obligations of the United States under 
the law of nations,”’ to restrict aliens in 
the United States from acting as the 
d'plomatic agents of a foreign Govern- 
ment except when duly accredited. 

Punish with five years imprisonment 
any person who falsely assumes or pre- 
tends to be a diplomat, Consul or other 
official agent of a foreign Government 
in order to defraud any person or ob- 
tain from any person any “paper, docu 
ment or other valuable thing.’’ 

Make more stringent the prohibitions 
against export of’ arms to be used 
against a friendly nation, and those 
against revolutionary conspiracies

this country. 

Empower the President to withhold 
clearance from any vessel, domestic o: 
foreign,.or to forbid its departure where 
there is reasonable cause to believe such 
vessel is Carrying arms or supplies to a 
foreign belligerent in violation of the ob- 
ligations of the United States.

It is the humanitarian task of 
guarding the welfare of soldiers in the 
prison camps of their enemies and the 
care of German civilians detained in the 
entente countries. This vast task, which 
is being performed by American diplo- 
matic representatives in- England, in 
the French camps, in Africa and in the 
Russian. camps, extending fo the. icy 
waters of Siberia, will have to be con- 
fided to other hands. Likewise, the wel- 
fare of British, French, Russian and 
other gllied prisoners in Germany, Aus. 
tria and Turkey will pass to some other 
neutral Powers. —

Naval Reserves Under Orders. 

Under orders, received a few days 
ago from \vashington, the United States 
Naval Recruit Station in St. Louis has 
notified rescrve members of the United 
States navy hold themselves in read- 
iness to report immediately upon no- 
tice. 

In the St. Louis district, which com- 
prises the city and the adjoining parts 
of Missouri and Illinois, there are more 
than 250 men. subject to such a call. 
Only a small number of these, it was 
said at the office yesterday, have en- 
rolled themselves formally .in the Fed- 
eral Naval Reserve, but the others can 
be called if they are needed. 

The Missouri Naval Reserve, which is 
a State organization, has more than 150 
members, but a considerable number of 
these are outside St. Louis. Most of the 
members took a practice cruise in a 
United States battleship last summer. 
Commander Schwartz said last night 
that about one-half the command would 
be subject to call, having taken the F'ed- 
eral enlistment oath, while he believed 
the remainder would take the oath if 
called on to do so. He said a week or 
10 days would be required to get the 
command together.

An important and noteworthy fact 
is vouched for ty the editorial de- 
partment of “Automobile Topics,” a 
well-known trade authority, which 
has been making a careful analysis of 
the-comparative nature of automobile 
service. They state -that “of the 
3,000,000 motor cars of all kinds in 
sertice in the United States today, 

ey can conservatively say from 
their investigation that over one-half 
of the mileage of the 3,000,000 cars is 
used‘for business purposes. Literal- 
ly, this means that of the 3,000,000 
automobiles running in this country 
today’ one-half, or 1,500,000, are used 
for business purposes. This leaves 
only one and a half million in use 
for pleasure or social transportation 
purposes. 

In considering the 1,500,000 automo- 
biles in use today, which may legiti- 


|mately be classed as “pleasure. cars,” 


an important fact should be borne in 
mind, namely: the so-called pleasure 
car of today has a distinct economic 
use, it being only reasonable to de- 
duce that the time and money spent 
in motoring for pleasure or social! in- 
tercourse almost invariably takes 
the place of some other form of ex- 
penditure of less actual economic 
value. Motoring is a pleasure that 
makes for broader vision, saner and 
more helpful diversions, and .a more 
sympathetic social life. A nation 
without its sane pleasures is hope- 
less. Therefore, it-is far from logical 
to consider the so-called pleasure car 
of today as an added luxury. . 
Point of “Saturation” Is 6 Years 
Away. 
If production increases at the aver- 


}age rate maintained for the past five 


years—which is unlikely, due to 
greater rmanufacturing problems and 
to.inability of the selling and dis- 


tributive branches to keep pace with 
greatly augmented manufacturing 
volume—the point of saturation will 
not be reached for five, six or even 
seven years. And sone of the leaders 
in the industry predict that it will Le 
a matter of 10 or 12 vears.

“The details of the aniform law to 
be framed by the A. A. A. board have 
not yet been fully worked out, but 
it may be stated in a general way/ 
that the first. subdivision will deal 
with general provisions relating to 
the applicability of the law and/ 
definitions of terms used therein.

Important Thing Is to Avoid 
All Internal Disputes, Says > 
Westliche Post. 


PLEA FOR MODERATION 


President’s Step Logical Se- 
quence of Politics in This 
Country, Says Amerika. 


The two St. Louis German language 
newspapers, in their issues of today, 
publish leading editorials on, the break 
between the United States and Ger- 
many. The Mississippi Blaetter, the 
Sunday edition of the Westliche Post, 
under the heading ‘“‘The Breach With 
Germany,” says: 

“Tse thunderstorm which has for four 
days been impending has _ burst—the 
breach with Germany has become an 
accomplished fact. It would be idle now 
to discuss the rightfulness of the step; 
the important thing is to avoid all in- 
ternal disputes, and to this end every 
American citizen can contribute, with 
whichever one of the warring groups 
his sympathy may be, by refusing to en- 
gage in heated discussions, which can 
have no effect on the international sit- 
uation, but which may undermine the 
unity of our own people for decades. 

Warns Against Thoughtless Word. 

‘In such a serious time, in a time 
when minds are excited, one thought- 
less word may do endless harm, not only 
to him who speaks it, but to thousands 
of others, who become identified with 
him in the confusion of the public mind, 
and are therefore persecuted. It is now 
no longer a matter of wishes and in- 
clinations, but of conditions, with which 
we must reckon. The more moderate 
we are, the better we shall serve the 
cause of peace, especially as every at- 
tack on the President’s decision will be 
taken, by the advocafes of war, as being 
inspired by Germany. 

“No right thinking man can expect 
that American citizens of German 
origin will heartily welcome this turn 
of affairs. We would be without 
honor, devoid of every true feeling, 
if we should deny that the depths of 
cur hearts are shaken by this fearful 
catastrophe which appears almost 
unavoidable, as a result of the break. 
between the two countries. The ly 
ties of blood bind us to Germany, and 
from these nothing can tear us apart; 
to America we are bound by our own 
free will, which has caused us to 
seek a new home here. We have 
found it, and have enjoyed its pro- 
tection, and in it, according to our 
abiltity and our inclinations, we are 
able to strive free and unhindered. 
Therefore, it asks of us now this sac- 
rifice, the bitterest which a man can 
bring. And we will bring it, if for 
no other reason than that iron feel- 
ing of duty, which is rightly praised 
as the most prominent characteris- 
tic of the German spirit, Let us 
work untiringly, each according to 
his ability, to strengthen the thin 
thread which now holds us from war. 
This shall be our chief aim.” 

Commvett of Amerika, 

The Amerika’s editorial, under the 
head, “The Breach Accomplished," 
says Americans must regret the 
breach with Germany, in view of that 
country’s past friendliness, which it 
contrasts with the attitudes of En- 
gland and France during the Civil 
War. | 

“The step which President Wilson has 
taken,” the editorial says, “should not 
be wondered at. It is the logical se- 
quence of the politics in vogue in this 
country in the last two years. The step 
would be justified, if it had -not hap- 
pened that England had been given a 
free hand to break international law. 
The two countries (England and Ger- 
many) have not been measured with the 
Same meagure.’’

MORE ON THE WAY 
Majority Move Ahead of U. S.

COLUMBUS, N. M., Feb. 3.—A square 
mile of Mexicans and Chinese are 
camped to the east of Columbus, enjoy~ 
ing the hospitality of the United States. 
A ring of soldiers keep them from 
harm and wandering away. These per- 
gons are the refugees from that part of 
Mexica occupied by the American ex- 
pedition, who left their cold hearth- 
stones when the Americans departed 
with Villistas keeping step behind 
them. 

Two trains have brought in 3000 refu- 
gees and one other train is to come, 
Some of them haye been 10 cag on the 
road, and every vehicle has appeared. 
from the two-wheeled home-made car of 
the lowly peon to the jingiy new Ford of 
the Dublan Mormon. But 8 per cent 
of the vehicles were the big, heavy- 
wheeled farm wagons, drawn by six 
small mules, four abreast in front and 
two wheelers. 

Pack trains of burros carried many 
families. The first one to cross bore 
two immense bundles of bedding, on 
which perched four seasick chickens. 
This train was part of the outfit of a 
family from El Valle, which rode in 
what once had been the fashionable car- 
riage used for driving in the plaza on 
cool summer evenings. One burro could 
carry with ease two panniers of bed- 
ding, two children and the family cook- 
ing utensils.

lomas, four miles from the border, the 
evening before entering the United 
States. The temperature was 2 above 
zero in the night, but the emigrants 
suffered little, the camps showed no 
worry and one new member joined the 
expedition, both mother and child cross- 
ing to America the next day in good 
shape. 

At the border the Mexican customs of- 
ficlals halted the leaders of the cara- 
van to count their sacks of beans and 
inquire into their financial standing. The 
officer in charge of the guard pointed 
. out that a delay might vex the people 
and if he were doing it he would not try 
te stop them and collect duties. 

The officials said if the people escaped 
they would never be able to get their 
duties. The sun was glaring, the wind 
keen and the dust thick. The caravan 
moved on with the cowhide brake ropes 
whipping in the breeze and the chains 
jJingling. Above the high sideboards of 
the first wagon appeared the heads of 
five children, the oldest 7. The mother 
huddled out of sight. Her husband, in 
orange serape, rode gallantly and dash- 
ingly on the wheel mule, leading his 
countrymen into the very arms of the 
American doctors ané immigration men. 

Dr. James Galloway of the health 
Service was the first to greet them. 
Alded by a nurse and a squad of hos- 
pital. stewards he vaccinated them as 
fast as they approached and tumbled 
out of their wagons. The boys and girls, 
all of whom were fat and round-faced, 
screamed as the big Americans attacked 
the bared arms and examined suspi- 
clously the black hair, like a careful 
school mistresses. The fear of typhus 
makes the examination one ofathe most 
important and 15 per cent of the refu- 
gees were sent to the fumigating sta- 
tion, where a bath guaranteed to re- 
move the carriers is administered. Gov- 
ernment officers blandly call this the 
“delousing station,”’ and the term is 
used in their reports and certificates. 

Screaming children carried into this 
mysterious building come forth soon, 
shiny and smiling, and were guided to 
the square allotted to their families in 
the camp.

“The Civic League opposed the emend- 
ment, but every one knows thst more 
than half of the signs now overhanging 
the streets of the city violate the prea 
ent ordinance fixing the limit of nrojec- 
tion at 18 inches,” Wyrick said to a 
Post-LCispatch reporter.

7 IGERMANS AGAIN 
ATTACK HEAVILY 
IN RIGA REGION 


Russian Right . Flank Driven 
Back, but Is Retaken in Coun- 
ter Charge, Petrograd Says. 


PETROGRAD (via London}, Feb. 3.— 
Heavy attacks again have been made 
by the Germans on the Russian lines 
east of Kalnzem in the Higa region, but 
without impairment of the Russian po- 
sitions, the War Office announced to- 
day. A counter attack restored the line 
on the right flank at the only pvint 
where it had been broken. The state. 
ment reads: 

“In the region of Kemmern, west of 
Riga, a German airplane dropped a 
bomb which wounded 10 soldiers. 

“after violent fire, the Germans at- 
tacked east of the Kalnzem High Road. 
west of Riga. The attack broke down 
under our fire. Only the company on 
our right flank was driven back. By a 
counter attack by our reserves the Ger- 
mans were repulsed and our positions 
restored. Afterward the Germans twics 
renewed their attacks, faiJing each 
time. We received great assistance 
from our armored motor cars, which 
approached the first line of our trenches. 

‘Rumanian front: Rifle and artillery 
fire is proceeding. 

“Caucasian front: The severe snow- 
storm still continues in places. On the 
Black Sea, along the coast of Anatolia, 
our vessels sank 18 schooners.”’

Both Declare They Based Them 
on Information Received 
From Other Reporters. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 8.—Iwo Wash- 
ington newspaper men, J. Fred Essary, 
head of the Baltimore Sun bureau, and 
W. W. Price, White House correspond- 
ent of the Washington Star, admitted 
at the “leak” inquiry today that on 
Dec. 20 last they supplied advance fore- 
casts of President Wilson’s peace note 
of Dec. 21, which eventually found their 
way to the office of E. F. Hutton & Co., 
New York brokers. 

Essary swore that it.was solely 
through friendship for F. A. Connolly, 
a Washington broker and partner of 
R. W. Bolling, a brother-in-law of Pres- 
ident Wilson that he prepared the tele- 
gram Connolly previously had testified 
he wrote and sent to the Hutton house 
over his privates wire. 

Such information as the message con- 
tained, Essary saki, he gained from con- 
versations with other newspaper men 
and deductions he made from his knowl- 
edge of the international situation. He 
added that he was not one of the group 
of correspondents confidentially ad- 
vised by Secretary Lansing that the 
note was coming. 


Sent Two Messages. 

Price testified that he sent two mes- 
sages to the Chicago brokers, Frederick 
A. Aldrich and Finley, Barrell & Co., 
telling them he understood Secretary 
Lansing was about to issue a “‘state- 


was regularly employed to furnish such 
information. Both went to the same 
address as that of Clement, Curtis & 
Co., brokers, Ohicago, and less than an 
hour later a message signed ‘‘Clement”’ 
and using much of Price’s language was 
received by the Hutton offices in New 
York. Price insisted that his messages 
were based on information he had re- 
ceived from other reporters which he did 
not consider confidential, and his own 
interpretation of the situation. 

George A. Ellis Jr., a member of the 
Hutton firm, supplemented the testi- 
mony of both Essary and Price. He 
wrote the ‘“‘warning’’ message sent 
broadcast to Hutton’s correspondents, 
which he based, it now develops, on 
Eissary’s information. 

Says Bolling Was ta Tears. 

With tears in his eyes, Edwin A. 
Roper, telegraph operator for Connol- 
ly, to whom Essary handed the fore- 
cast of the note, told today how Boll- 
ing had pleaded with him to tell the 
truth and set him right before the 
country. Bolling did not know the 
source of the note, he said, until 
within the last few days. 

“For two weeks,” said Roper, ‘‘Boll- 
ing was in tears. He said the public 
looked at him as though his sister 
had violated the confidence of the 
President. I have been wanting. to 
come here, but I turned back. Then 
yesterday Bolling implored me again 
to come up and tell the truth, you 
subpenaed me, and here I am. When 
I left the office today, Bolling said, 
‘God bless you.’”

IN ORIEL BUILDING SALE 


Property Acquired a Few Years Ago at $165,000 Mar- 
keted for $400,000 Cash and Realty Now 
Said to Be Held at $250,000.

Records of real estate offices disclosed 
) the fact that W. K. Bixby realized a net 


rrofit of $208,000 in the sale of the Oriel 
Building, at the southeast corner of 
Sixth and Locust streets, to W. F. Mo- 
Miroy for $500,000. In addition, the prop- 
erty yielded for him an annual net rent- 
al of 826,000 during the nine or 10 years 
he owned it, this being 5 per cent on the 
price at which he sold it, and which was 
almost double what he paid for it. 

The ground floor of the building ts 
under a PB-year lease to the United 
Cigar Stores OCo., at an annual rental 
of $25,000. Figures as to the aggregate 
rental of the upper floors are not avail- 
able. It suffices, however, to provide 
for the carrying charges of the entire 
preperty. 

Originally Bixby held a 9-year lease 
of the building, for which he paid $127.- 
000, but five years later he acquired 
the fee at a total cost of $165,000 The 
fee was owned by Mme. de Givervillc,

STATE SENATORS BREAKING 
RECORD FOR SLOTHFULNESS 


Moving Slower Than Body Two Years 
Ago, Known as “Legislature of 
Least Accomplishment.” 

JEFFERSON Crry, Feb. 
Through the dilatory: tactics of the 
Democratic combine Senators, tho 
Missouri Legislature, up to this time, 
has progressed approximately only 
one-half as far as the Legislature of 
two years ago, which was noted as 
the Legislature of least accomplish- 
ment ever known in the State. 

An attempt was made several days 
ago by Senator Morton, president pro 
tem. of the Senate and head ef the 
combine, to defend the slowness with 
which legislative affairs were pro- 
ceeding. Senator Morton said the Sen- 
ate could accomplish much in a few 
days and that there would be plenty 
of time to consider all measures. 

Two years ago the same system was 
followed, though even then the prog- 
ress was twice as fast as this year, 
and the closing days of the session 
found the Senate calendar clogged 
with measures, including the most 
important matters before that body. 
The effect of the policy of delay this 
year will mean that as the session 
draws to a close the important bills 
of the administration's program will 
be jammed in with hundréds of oth- 
ers, and either will die upon the cal- 
endar when adjournment comes, or 
will be amended to destroy their usc- 
fulness in the rush of passage of 
bills.

Failure to Develop Importations 
of Splendid Blood Attributed 
to Hurry Tendency. 


Why there are not more good dogs 
bred in the United States, bearing in 
mind the splendid blood that has been 
imported from this country, is one of 
those mysteries that take a lot of ex- 
planation, says the London Ladies’ 
Field. - 

I am aware that the average Amer- 
ican is in a hurry, and possibly this 
may be the reason. With plenty of dol- 
lars at his disposal he is too impatient 
to spend time in building up ¢ strain, 
nothing but the readymade article con- 
tenting him. The craze for importing 
the best that can be procured is infeo- 
tious, and when one man gets a celebrity 
a rival immediately resolves to go one 
better if the thing is within the bounds 
ef possibility. 

I suppose it is all a matter of na- 
tional temperament. We are the plod- 
ders and ‘‘stickers,’’ determined to suc- 
ceed by our own endeavors, and less 
intent, I fully believe, on ‘the prizes 
that we win than on demonstrating that 
we can grow the stuff to win them. It 
is precisely the same in all matters con- 
cerning livestock. Horses, cattle, poul- 
try, sheep, pigs, no matter what it 
may be, we set an example to the rest 
of the world, greatly to the profit of the 
old country. Even in our own small 
we were performing a national serv- 
ice at the present juncture by sending 
dogs to other lands, and thus assisting 
to redress an adverse exchange. 


Maximum Profits From 
Ducks When Young 


The maximum profit 
ducks raised for market is made when 
they have been fed so as to put on a 
good weight by the time they _ 9 to 
10 weeks old. Beyond that ‘the 
gains in weight will be made at a peg ta 
greater expense of feed; in fact, in most 
instanced market ducks will lose money 
on the cost of their feed after that age. 
The drain on their systems required to 
produce a coat of feathers will offset 
any gain possible, even though feeds 
may be cheap.. 

One of the best feed mixtures for 
ducklings from 1 to 4 weeks old is the 
following: Wheat bran, four parts; 


fine shorts, one part, and one-sixteenth 
part of good beef scraps that has been 
soaked or scalded before mixing. In 
feeding beef scrap ono should be care- 
ful that this material is not spoiled or 
putrid, which it will do if not kept in a 
cool place. This feed mixture is best 
if moistened with skim milk or butter- 
milk to a mushy consistency. Water 
will do iZ milk is not available. Also 
mix in a sprinkMng of grit. Green feed 
should be supplied if the ducks do not 
have access to grass. 

When from 4 to 6 weeks old the mix- 
ture shrould be changed to three parts 
bran, one part fine shorts, beef scrap 
as before, and green feed, with oyster 
shell and grit. From 6 weeks old until 
ready for market the ration should be 
made up of equa] parts ground wheat 
bran, finely ground oats and fine shorts, 
The allowance of beef scrap should be 
increased to 10 per cent of this mash. 
The ducklings should have several feeds 
a day of these mixtures, but not more 
at a time than they will clean up read- 
ily. 

Market ducks need no water to swim 
in; in fact, they are better off without 
it. They must, however, have plenty of 
fresh water for drinking at all times 
if they are to thrive. The dishes in 
which this water is given to them 
should be deep enough so that they can 
immerse their bills above the nostrils, 
otherwise these will become clogged and 
trouble results. 


Care of Canaries 
in Breeding Season 


The breeding season for canaries 
begins properly in March. Tnough 
birds frequently show signs of its 


approach as early as January, it is 
better, because of the effect of chang- 
ing weather conditions upon callow 
young, to postpone nesting activities 
until later. 

The beginning of the mating sea- 
son is marked by vigorous song 
among male birds, accompanied by 
restiess activity. Females, indiffer- 
rent until now, respond with loud 
notes and otherwise evince their in- 
terest. The breeding instinct may be 
stimulated when necessary by the 
addition of egg food and green stuff 
to the diet. 

Canaries in captivity are polyga- 
mous when oppurtunity offers and 
many breeders place two or even three 
females with each male. It is usually 
considered best, however, to keep 
them in pairs. Where two females 
are kept with one male the birds 
should be placed in a cage divided by 
slides into three compartments, the 
male being placed in the middle. This 
arrangement necessitates the use of 
three sets of seed and water cups in 
each cage. When the females begin 
to incubate the male is removed or 
excluded from both. 

Soon after pairing the female will 
be seen carrying feathers in her bill 
or searching about the bottom of the 
cage. If a little nesting material is 
given her she will be content to ar- 
range and rearrange it for a few days. 
As soon as she shows serious intention 
of building, enough material for ac- 

tual nest construction should be sup- 
plied. If a considerable quantity is 
furnished at first it is wasted. Bits 
of string, ‘cotton, slender blades of 
dried grass, dried moss, cow's hair 
or other soft material will serve well. 
No long strings nor long hairs should 
be given, as these may cause trouble

Incubator Management. 

Will you kindly give me directions 
for operating an incubator? I bought 
a secondhand machine and got 
two sets of directions with it, but 
after trying to operats it for two 
weeks I have gott2n no good results, 
at least not to my way of thinking. It 
is the first I have seen or tried to 
operate. 

1. When setting the regulator at 
any given point, say at 102 degrees, 
should the heat go up and down, 
varying as much as 2 degrees every 
10 to 30 minutes? 

2. When taking eggs out of the in- 
cubator to cool, not even touching the 
lamp, should that have any effect on 
the heat in the incubator? 

8. Where should the incubator 
stand? Is the cellar floor better than 
the first floor? 

4. Can any incubator be regulated 
so the heat will not vary at all, ur at 
least very little, and how is this done? 

& What. kind of heat would you 
prefer—gas, coal oil or hot water, and 
which is easiest to regulate? 

6. Does it hurt the eggs if the ve. 
riations in heat range from 101 to 1.06 
degrees? 

7. When would you test the exes 
and how often during the incubation? 
How should they appear ait each test? 

8. After putting the eggs in the in- 
cubator, how long would you leave the 
incubator closed, without turning or 
‘cooling the eggs?—F. Z., St. Louis, Mo. 

As a general rule we do not regard 
the buying of a secondhand incubator 
a very safe.investment, especially if 


Jit is not one of the standard makes. 


The make of. machine you have 
bought is unknown to us. We could 
therefore not give you definite direc- 
tiors to operate it, although will try 
to answer your questions In a general 
way. The safest directions to follow 
with any machine are those that come 
with the machine. The maker knows 
hig machine better than anyone else. 
and it is to his interest to make it 
produce the best possible results in 
the buyer’s hands. I would suggest 
that you write the manufacturer of 
your machine, fully, about your trou- 
bles. 

1. If your lamp and wick are in 
good condition, and the machine Ifs all 
right otherwise, the heat should not 
vary this much in so short a time. 

2. When you take out the eggs, some 
cool air naturally enters the machine, 
The cooled eggs also tend to lower 
the temperature slightly, but you 
need not worry about that. 


3. The best place for the incubator 
is a cellar that has good ventilation, 
though no direct drafts should strike 
the machine. The 
should be between 50 and 70 degrees. 

4. All incubators vary a little in 
temperature. Some makers boast of 
having operated their machines with 
the variation of only a fraction of a 
degree for a whole hatching perio?. 
However, variations of several degrees 
during a period need have no bad ef- 
fects. Maintainifig even temperature 
is merely a matter of having a good 
machiné and giving it intelligent care. 

6. There are good machines using 
all types of heating systems. The 
system in use makes very little dif- 
ference if it is adaptable to the ma- 
chine. Gas or coal ofl heat are mors 
easily regulated than hot water. 

6. If the heat goes above 104 de- 
grees during the first 12 days for any 
length of time, some harm is likely to 
be done, not necessarily in killing 
chicks in the eggs, but rather in 
weakening them. Cases are known 
where the heat has run up to 1p de- 
grees for a short time, during the lat- 
ter part of a hatch, without apparent 
bad effects. In such a case, however, 
the heat should be promptly lowered, 
not too rapidly, of course, but so 
that it will drop to about 100 degrees 
for a time. 

7. Ewes are tested the fifth to the 
seventh day, so that the infertile ones 
may be removed. They may be dis- 
tinguished by their clear appearance 
and absence of the growing germ. The 


| yolk, which appears. as a dark body, 


should not be confused with the gerin. 
Some operators test again the four- 
teenth day to see if any eggs contain 
dead germs, although this is not so 
important. 

8. Eggs should be turned the first 
time about the evening of the third 
day, and the first airing should be 
given about the fifth day. 

Pigeons, 

Is one large meal a day enough for 

pigeons? Is there any way to stop 
running of the bowels? Which is the 
best stock for show purposes, the breed- 
ing pigeons or the loafer?—F, K., St. 
Louis, Mo. 
One feed a day would not be enough. 
If you cannot feed them oftener than 
this, or even oftener than twice a day, 
it would pay you to put in several hop- 
pers to which the birds could go when- 
ever hungry. There should be enough 
hoppers so that the weaker birds woul¢ 
not be deprived of their feed by the 
stronger. I assume that you refer to 
sterile pigeons as “Joafers.’"” Other con- 
ditions being equal the breeder would no 
doubt show more life and action than 
the other, and to this extent might be 
preferable as a show b'rd. 


Frosen Wattles. 

I have a fine Leghorn rooster that got. 

his wattles froze off. Would that injure 
him for breeding purposes?—J. W. P., 
Kansas City, Mo. 
If he has proven to be a good breeder 
and is from good stock, I do not believe 
IT should discard him. His qualities for 
breeding have been depreciated, more or 
less, without a doubt, but not enough to 
condemn him iff he ts a valuable bird.

SPECIAL PURPOSES 
DUAL-PURPOSE FOWL 


Revival of Old Question Finds 
Sentiment Divided as Ever— 
English Fowl Rising in Favor. 


I have before me &@ paper which pub- 
lishes two letters from poultry raisers, 
one praising the special-purpose fowl 
like the Leghorn, the other pinning his 
faith to what he calls the dual-purpose 
fowl. It’s an old question. In the dciry 
field a similar question is discussed, 
whether the special dairy cow is more 
profitable than the dual-purpose cow. 
There is doubtless a place for both. 
Which is the more profitable I do not 


know. 

In poultry the Leghorn is profitable 
certainly, and so is the all-purpose fowl 
like the Plymouth Rock, the Red or the 
Wyandotte. I believe it to be true that 
the egg is the cornerstone of the poul- 


try industry, but this doesn’t mean 
necessarily that the Leghorn is the most 
profitable fowl. Certainly it is the fa- 
vorite, especially in the East. The nim- 
ber of Leghorns in the country doubt- 
less is much greater than of any other 
variety. But some other fowls which 
may not lay so many eggs may be equal- 
ly profitable, due to superiority in other 
respects. Whether one will do better 
with a special purpose variety like the 
Leghorn, or a so-called dual-purpose 
variety like the Wyandotte, will depend 
chiefly on one’s circumstances and 
tastes. If one cannot handle incubators 
successfully, for example, he would bet- 
ter let the Leghorn alone, — 

In the Past it looks as though the 
Rhode Island Red would have a strong 
competitor in the Red Sussex, an En- 
glish fowl not yet common in this coun- 
try. In the New York and Boston shows 
this year they were strongly in evi- 
dence. They are not quite Hke our Reds 
in color. The red is more on the choco- 
late order. In the best specimens it is 
very even in all sections and certainly 
is beautiful. The Sussex differs from 
the Red in shape. It is larger, more 
massive. The legs and skin are pale 
being similar fn this respect to the 
Orpington. There seems to be no reason 
why this variety should not be popular 
unless the fact that it is similar to the 
Rhode Island Red is an obstacle to its 
popularity. Speckled Sussex are divid- 
ing honors with the Red Sussex. Toa 
many they are beautiful. Certainly they 
are striking and interesting. 


Penned Hens Lead 
in Seis Predaction|: 


Poultry Editor, Post-Dispatch. 
Having heard a good deal of argu- 
ment as to whether pens or general 


flocks yield the greater number of eggs 
annually, I herewith state my expéri- 
ence, which shows that up to Jan. 2 
my seven pens produced 10 per: cent 
more than hens in the flock. 

Birds in both sections are of the same 
variety, the Bred-to-lay Barred Ply- 
mouth Rocks. They are given water 
regularly and the same amount and 
quality of food and the same care in 
general, so that in only the one respect 
of being penned and free is there a dif- 
ference. Those in pens, for trapnest 
purposes, lay from 10 to 26 eggs more 
each per year than do those in flocks. 
I am unable to give the reason for this 
difference in egg-production.

CHANGE IN BLOCKADE ZONE 
GIVES DUTCH SHIPS WIDER PATH

Berlim Official Statement ef Altera- 
tion of Line Drawn Areunéd 
England Issued. 


BERLIN, via London, Feb. 8.—The 
following official statement was given 
out here today: 

“The eastern limit of the blockaded 
zone around England has been altered 
as follows: 

“The line now runs from the potnr 
latitude 62:30 north, longitude 4 easr, 
across to the point, latitude 56 north; 
longitude, 4 east, to the point, latitude 56 
north, longitude 4:50 east. Otherwise 
the line remains as already announced.’ 

The effect of the alterations of the 
blockaded zone is to move about 2 
miles further from the coast that part of 
the eastern limit of the blockaded zone 
which lies off the northeastern Dutch 
coast and Schleswig-Holstein. This af- 
fords Dutch shipping a wider pathway 
‘Oo the Atlantic through the eastern part 
of the North Sea.

for Egg Production: 


The whole losophy of successful | 
feeding for eggs consists in the substi- 
tution of something which will take the 
place of the bugs and worms of spring 
and summer, and of the green food 
which is available then, says William 
A Lippincott, head of the poultry de- 
partment at the Kansas Agricultural 
College. 

Either commercial beef scrap or 
skimmilk may be substituted for bugs 
and worms. Commertial beef scrap is 
a product cooked from the trimmings of 
the packing house. It can be purchased 
at from $50 to $60 a ton. Skimmilk 
should always be fed sour, as the milk 
sugar contained in, sweet milk cannot 
be digested by chickens. After this 
sugar has been changed to lactic acid, 
however, which is the case -when milk 
sours, it is then available for food. Be- 
sides furnishing protein for the birds, 
sour milk acts as a corrective and helps 
to keep the digestive tract in good 
tone. 

Where possible, sprouted oats, man- 
gels or cabbage should be fed during the 
cold months. If this cannot be done, 
among the best substitutes are silage, 


steamed, cut alfalfa. Once a day the 
birds should have all the green feed 
that they will clean up In half an hour. 

Lippincott recommends for laying hens 
@ mash to be kept in hoppers, placed 
in the henhouse, the hoppers being | ~ 
opened at noon so that the hens will 
have access to them during the after- 
noon. The mash consists of 60 pounds 
corn meal, 60 pounds wheat middlings 
or shorts, 5} pounds meat scraps, 30 
pounds wheat bran,. 10 pounds linseed 
oil meal, 10 pounds of ground alfalfa 


jand one pound of salt. 


This mash is to be fed in connection 
with a scratching feed, consisting of 
two parts wheat, two parts corn and 
one part oats, all by weight. A small 
handful of this feed should be scattered 
in the litter tn the morning for every 
six birds in the pen. About 4:30 p. m. 
the dry mash hopper should be closed 
and twice as much grain should be 
scattered in the litter as in the morning. 

Grit, oyster shell and charcoal should 
be kept. before the hens at all times. 
In cold weather lukewarm water should 
be given to the chickens in preference 
to cold water.

A few fathoms away on the star- 
board bow, silhouetted against the 
smoke and flames of a sinking ben- 
zine ship were nine men shouting for aid -with the 
creep of death in their voices. Surrounding the wal- 
lowing hulk was a sea of flame from the oil that had 
gushed from the sides of the torpedoed craft. Great 
tongues of fire shot heavenward often concealing the 
ship from the view of the destroyer. 

“Jump!” shouted some of the men on the warship. 
But the nine could not jump into the inferno of flame. 
The young Captain saw it was sheer madness to try to 
get alongside the pillar of flame. Sheer madness? Yet 
within an hour the commander had placed his destroyer 
gently against the side of the benzine ship and removed 
the nine men. Ten minutes later the burning ship had 
disappeared, -and the red-hot destroyer sizzled its way 

> through the North Sea to safety. 

This act of heroism is not from an Admiralty report, 
The Captain of the destroyer merely informed his su- 
periors that he bad removed the crew of the Cench, 
torpedoed in the North Sea.

ing through the water at a speed of some eight knots 
was observed by one of his majesty’s destroyers. She 
at once proceeded full speed in the direction of the 
blaze. A large steamer was discovered burning fore 
and aft, and to the horror of everyone there were 
some 30 men aboard, huddled together and seemingly 
doomed. Three steamers, all larger and tougher 
than the destroyer, were steaming along about a 
quarter of a mile away from this terrifying spec- 
tacle. They had been there for hours, powerless 
to help. What could be done? How could they 
help? The blazing Conch had been left with engines

was getting up, and she was from end to end a 
mass of flames. More horrible still, her cargo of 
benzine was every moment welling out from her 
sides, causing lakes of fire all round her.

I want the country to know the following tale of 
glorious heroism. The Captain of the destroyer 
saw it was sheer madness to attempt to go alongside 
her.

board. He hurried to the engine 
room and stood by un.il the arrival 
of the other engineers. One of them 
reported that the ship was complete- 
ly on fire fore and aft and that it 
was impossible to go on deck. The 
ship had been hit on the port side, 
and the force of the explosion biew 
an enormous stream of burning ben- 
zine right over the ship, from end to. 
end, drenching the bridge and poop 
with Pee spirit. The-telegraph from the bridge — 


- to the engine room was jammed and no signal came 


to the engineer. ' 

Burning oil was pouring from the side of the ves- 
sel and covering the surface of the sea around her, 
and, in the hope of escaping the liquid fire, the en- 
gineers kept the engines running, while they waited 
for orders from the bridge. It was not until three 
hours after the explosion that they were able to reach 
the deck. The bridge was still burning, but the poop 
was nearly burnt out, the woodwork, being almost 
completely consumed. The chief “engineer and 
four of the crew managed to lower the one re 
maining boat and succeeded in getting away from the 
ship, which was still ablaze. The engines, which 
were oil fed and automatic,-were still going, and 
the ship moved on, a mass of raging fire, leaving 
behind it a trail of flame and lighting up the sea 
for far around. 

About 2:30, after drifting for an hour in the small 
boat, the ¢hief engineer and the four members of the 
crew were picked up by the coasting steamer Rattray 
Head of Leith. Capt. Anderson, says the chief en- 
gineer, spared no effort to rescue men from the 
burning ship, and indeed: brought the Rattray Head 
so near her that he ran great risk of losing his own 
ship. At the same time a patrol boat gave what 
help it could by throwing out rafts and lifebelts 
and putting off its boats. Towards 4 o'clock the 
second and third engineers managed to get away 
from the ship by making a raft with empty boat 
tanks and jumping overboard, and they were picked 
up by the patrol boat. About the same time five 
of the crew were rescued from the water By the 
Rattray Head.

Sehwab from the beginning eof his 
Mr. Schwab states that the man 
who ultimately succecds is the man 
who uses his normal brain to think 
beyond his job. 
“For 36 years I have been moving 
among workingmen in what is now 
the biggest branch of American in- 
dustry, the steel business,” he writes. 
“In that time it has been my good for- 
tune to watch most of the present 
leaders rise from the ranks, ascend 
step by step, to places of power. These 
men, I am convinced, are not natural 
prodigies. They won out by using 
normal brains to think beyond their 
manifest daily duty. 


“The thihg that most people call 
‘genius’ I do not bejieve in. That is, |

If a man works 
with his mind clogged by domestic troubles, he is of no 
use to himself, his employer or the world at large. 

“I don’t suppose that a wife, ordinarily, should try 
to tell a man how to conduct his Business; but she should 
be interested in it, and it will pay him to keep her ed- 
ucated about it. | 

“Tl believe in people marrying yoting, for a happy mar- 
ried life is one of the best inspirations a man can have.” 

“Eugene Grace is a striking example of what may be 
accomplished by the man with his eyes fixed further 
than his pay envelope. Grace’s,ability to out-think his 
job, Mr. Schwab points out, lifted him te the presidency 
of the Bethlehem Steel Corporation. Eignt years ago 
Grace was switching cars in the yards at Bethlehem. 
Last year he earned more than a million doilars. 

“Even in the humble job of switching,’ Mr. Schwab 
relates, ‘Grace made himself felt. Thetis no job too 
commonplace to express the individuality of an uncom- 
mon man. So he was put to operating an electric crane. 
Then he passed to the open hearth department, at $15 
a week. I watched the feliow; I saw that he was seeth- 
ing with the stuff of which big men are built. He was 
not strong physically, but that body housed a dynamo 
of enthusiasm. ‘ 

“He was made yard foreman, then yard superigtend- 
ent. When we wanted to reorganize the Juragua iron 
mines in Cuba, Grace got the job. His success was so 
solid on his return he was made assistant superintendent 
to the general manager, who had charge of building the 
$20,000,000 Saucon plant at South Bethlehem. Soon he 
became general superintendent, and, only a year later, 
general manager. 

“It is a pleasure to do business with Grace. His splen- 
did enthusiasm goes hand in hand with absolute integ- 
rity. If he makes a statement you can bet a million 
on it. You know he is right. This integrity has gone 
far towards winning him the position he holds today. 

“Integrity, incidentally, is one of the mightiest fac- 
tors in salesmanship. If you have a reputation for stat- 
ing facts exactly, for never attempting to gain momen- 
tary advantage through exaggeration, you possess the 
basis of all successful .salesmansh.p.”’ 

Mr. Schwab emphasizes the statement that opportuni- 
ies for advancement are as plentiful today as ever be- 
ore and that there are more jobs awaiting forceful 
en than there are forceful men to take them. He main- 
that it is a great mistake to think that all the great 
American fortunes have heen made; that all the coun- 
resources have been developed. Every great in- 
dustrial achievement has been the result of individual 
effort,” he writes—‘“the practical development of a 
dream in the mind of an individual.” 

The college man entering industry is worth no more 
to his employer than a common school or high school 
bey, unless he happens to be taking up some position in 
which higher education is directly applied; Mr. Schwab 
holds. Even then the college man has to adjust him- 
self. Neither knowledge of the classics nor mathematica] 
proficiency can be converted overnight into a marketable 
commodity. —. 

“Higher education has its chance later, when the 
college boy has mastered all the minor details of the 
business. Then, if he went to college with serious pur- 
pose, and studied hard and systematically, he has the 
advantage of a thoroughly traimed mind to tackle larger 
problems; a mind which should be broader and more 
flexible because of its greater powers of imagination and 
logical reasoning. * * * 

“Furthermore, if the college man thinks that his ed- 
ucation gives him a higher social status, he is riding 
for a fall. Some cdllege men, too—not the average ones, 
fortunately—have a pride in their mental attainments 
that is almost arrogance. Employers find it difficult to 
control, guide and train such men. Their spirit of superi- 
ority bars the path to progress.” 

Mr. Schwab holds no views against college education in 
itself, but maintains that the college man in industry 
must begin at the bottom with the grade school boy. 
that he must get rid of the notion common in some that 
the evenings of college men are meant for “music, so- 
ciety and the theater, rather than for study that will add 
to their business knowledge.”’

The chapter devoted to woman's 
part in man’s success is worth re 
producing in full: 

“There are a good many things to 
be considered in selecting men for im- 
portant positions. One of the things 
that I always take into account is 
‘their family relations. If a man’s 
wife takes the part of a discreet help- 
er, or co-director with him, he is 
that much more valuable to us. 


“It is a common enough saying that 
it is harder to save money than to 
earn it. The women of the United 
States have more to learn about sav- 
ing their husbands’ money than the 
men have to learn about getting it. 
That is, men are getting more out of 
their earning capacities than their 
wives are getting out of managing the 
money which their husbands provide them. 

“I can never express the wonderful help Mrs. Schwab 
has been to me from the very start. Not long ago a 
group of men offered me a large sum, $60,000,000, I be- 
lieve, for half of Bethlehem. I told my wife about it 
that evening. 

“This is a big sum,” I said. “Half of what I have is 
yours. Waoat shall we do? If we sell, your share, in- 
vested at 5 per cent, will bring you an income of over 
a hundred thousand dollars a month for the rest of your 
life.” - 

“We wouldn't sell for five times that,’ my wife said. 
‘What would I do with the money? And what would 
you do wituout your work?’ 

“I have seen more men fail in business through the 
attitudes taken by their wives in their younger days 
than from all the vices put together. A nagging wife 
or one who is not in sympathy with a man’s work; who 
expects impossible things of him, and is incapable of

\ Miss Kleen has put on canvas the blackest melancholy 
of Edgar Allan Poe. Some may regard her work as morbid, even sepul- 
chral and grewsome, but it is more than that. The spiritual and the 
poetic are obvious, side by side with the grotesque and the arabesque. 
There is a pefmeating sadness in most of her work-and sometimes a 
strain of the humorous-ironic. 

Miss Kleen is the daughter of a diplomat in the service of Sweden 
and, a8 she says of herself, “was born traveling.” She studied in Mu- 
nich and Paris and spent several months in Switzerland doing fo 
work, but getting “into harmony with nature.” Later she journeyed 
to Rome, where she began ‘working out her fancies in visualized form. 

Perhaps one of the most striking works in her collection is the rather 
grewsome product she calls “Depression.” This is a study in tragic 
introspection and black despair. Her arms bound and her soul fet- 
tered, the woman is being pushed by her despair into the blackness 
which has neither sides nor bottom nor top, where no light may.ever 
enter and where hope is eternally barred. 

In “Dementia Senilis’’ (The Madness of 
Old Age) we see Miss Kleen in a brooding, 
philosophic mood, with a touch of whim- 
sical irony. The worn-out worldling, old 
and impotent, yet still cherishing the illu- 
sions of pleasure, blows into the air idle, 
irridescent bubbles that float an instant in 
the facetious light of memory and are gone. 
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“The Lost Paradise” gives us a new deline- 
ation of death, the stalking, flying sword

HE largest collection in St. Lowis of the works of Wil- 
liam Merritt Chase, the great American painter who 
died in New York last October, is in the home of a 
janitor—a floor scrubber and window clearer at the 
Railway Exchange Building. Several wealthy collectors 
have laid out large sums in the purchase of Chases. 
The janitor got his for nothing. He is George W. 
Chase, brother of the artist. 

The 65-year-old janitor’s labor-wearied eyes freshen with a tender 
light when he talks of his brother “Bill.” He looks back through a 
vista of half of century and recalls with a wistful enthusiasm of the 
time when he chased a calf all around an Indiana farm and held it 
between his knees while “Bill” painted the head of the animal. . 

“My knees got tired and the calf got tired,” said Chase, “but Bill 
didn’t. He kept on painting until he had finished the job.” 

Chase doesn’t remember when his brother began drawing. 

“It seems he was always drawing around the house: He put pic- 
tures on the floor and the walls and any place where there was 
enough blank space. 

“At school he was a very smart boy. He never had to study. He 
was always making pictures. His books were full of them and he used 
to stay after school to draw on the blackboard. 

“Our father was a fine old gentleman, but he didn’t think much of 
painting as a business. We moved to Indianapolis when we were 
boys. Our father started a shoe store and Bill was put to work there. 
He was a complete failure at this job. He drew pictures on all the 
shoe boxes. The minute he saw a piece of white, clean space any- 
where, he would pull out his pencil and get busy.” 

Chase tells of a near tragedy that resulted from the 
initial efforts of his brother to model in clay. He was 
permitted by his mother to take a cast of her fee. 

The plaster paris was put on hep features all right, 
but when he came to remove it he found that it had 
stuck to her eyebrows. It was an hour before Mrs. 


Chase was finally cleared of the cast. 


“Bill persisted, though,’ said his brother, “and 
found out where he had made a mistake in the mix- 
ing, and later made a very good cast of mother.” 


The work in the shoe store finally be- 
came so irksome to the artist that he ran 
away and joined the navy. He did not 
like life on a man-of-war very well and 
soon was appealing to his father to get 
him discharged. This the elder Chase did, 
buying the young artist from the service 
of his country. 


Accorcing to his brother, Chase drew pic- 
tures on the decks and cabins of every ship 
to which he was attached. On his return 
to Indianapolis Chase secured his father’s 
reluctant consent to make art his profes- 
sion. Chase’s mother had always been in 
sympathy with his artistic bent. A studio 
was fixei up in the Indianapolis home. 
At this timé Chase was devoting himself 
generally to still life, fruits being a spe- 
cialty. George Chase particularly remem- 
bers a picture of a watermelon surrounded 
by smaller fruits that was generally ad- 
mire.d 

“It looked just like a regular melon,” said 
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<<” ‘His Only Pair of Pants,’’ painted by Chase in Indianapolis — 
when he was 17 years old.
